In a letter dated No v. 15 and released 
Tuesday , Co mmissio ner Do nald Kennedy to ld 
bureau directo r Rex D. Davis, ‘‘Quite frankly , 
if the FDA retained jurisdictio n o ver the 
labeling o f alco ho lic bev erages, it wo uld waste 
no time in co mmencing pro ceedings to require 
labeling warnings" fo r pregnant wo men. 
"This is a pro blem no t o nly fo r wo men who 
habitually abuse alco ho l but also fo r tho se who 
co nsume alco ho l in mo deratio n but might o c­ 
casio nally imbibe mo re than two drinks a 
day ," Kennedy said. 


.A spo kesman fo r the Distilled Spirits Co un­ 
cil, an industry gro up, said the scientific 
evidence is inco nclusive regarding mo derate 
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drinkers. And he said the peo ple 
wo uld be harmed by so -called fetal alco ho l sy n­ 
dro me are alco ho lics fo r who m warning labels 
wo uld be ineffective. 
A spo kesman fo r Davis, who was o ut o f to wn 
Tuesday , said the letter had been receiv ed and 
turned o ver to the general co unsel's o ffice fo r 
studv. 


An FDA spo kesman said the agency agreed 
nearly 40 y ears ago to let the Treasury 
D epartm ent’s alco ho l bureau regulate 
alco ho lic bev erages to avo id the pro blems o f 
two agencies o verseeing the same pro duct. The 
Treasury Department handles the tax es o n 
alco ho l. 


The FDA since has tried to abro gate that 
agreement and require ingredient labeling o n 
aico ho l bev erage co ntainers. But it has been 
rebuffed by the co urts. 
Kennedy to ld the Natio nal Academy o f 
Sciences last mo nth he wo uld like to require 


the pregnancy warnings o n alco ho lic bev erages 
but co nceded he lacked jurisdictio n. The 
alco ho l bureau spo kesman said it is no t clear 
whether the bureau wo uld have legal autho rity 
to require such warnings. 
The Natio nal Institute o n Alco ho l Abuse and 
Alco ho lism warned the public last June that 
wo men who take mo re than two drinks a day 
during pregnancy risk giving birth to mentally 
retarded and phy sically defo rmed babies. 
Dr. Ernest P. No ble, directo r o f the in­ 
stitute, cited recent scientific evidence that 
bo th regular heavy drinking and o ccasio nal 
"binge drinking" are respo nsible fo r a v ariety 
o f birth defects. 
The mo st serio us sy mpto m asso ciated with 
fetal alco ho l sy ndro me is sev ere mental retar­ 
datio n. One study fo und that "the IQs o f 
affected individuals av erage 35 to 40 po ints 
belo w no rmal," acco rding to info rmatio n cir­ 
culated in the medical co mmunity by the FDA 
and the Center fo r Disease Co ntro l. 


Other sy mpto ms include hy peractiv ity , 
heart murmurs and o ther cardiac abno r­ 
malities, small head, lo w-set ears, small ey es, 
flat no se with upturned no strils, carp-shaped 
mo uth, po o rly develo ped limbs, fingers o r to es 
jo ined to gether, stiff fingers co nstantly 
ex tended o r bent at the jo ints, mino r genital 
abno rmalities and "strawberry ” birthmarks 
that are co mmo n in infancy but usually dis­ 
appear during childho o d. 
The Natio nal Co uncil o f Alco ho lism has 
reco mmended that wo men abstain fro m 
drinking during pregnancy , but Dr No ble 
declined to go that far o n the basis o f the in­ 
stitute’s findings. 


“ The best scientific evidence indicates that 
two drinks a day o r less pro duce no adv erse 
effects," he said. "But bo th the risk and the ex ­ 
tent o f abno rmalities appear to be do se- 
related. increasing with higher alco ho l intake 
during the pregnancy perio d."

Jo hn W DeCamp pro po sed Tuesday to shift the co n­ 
tro l o f the Nebraska State Patro l to the State Justice Department 
and pro vide legislativ e appro val fo r the patro l’s superintendent 


DeCamp, the chairman o f the special co mmittee investigating 
the patro l, released a co py o f a preliminary bill that wo uld shift 
supervisio n o f the patro l to the Justice Department and make the 
atto rney general the chief go vernmental o fficial respo nsible fo r 
the patro l. 


The state engineer is currently respo nsible fo r the patro l, ac­ 
co rding to state statutes. 
DeCamp said the Ro ads Department was given autho rity o ver 
the patro l when the agency was the Nebraska Safety Patro l 
"I think it (the patro l) has co me a lo ng way fro m tho se day s." 
he said, adding the patro l is no w respo nsible fo r criminal in­ 
v estigatio ns as well as traffic co ntro l 
DeCamp’s bill wo uld also require legislative appro val fo r the 
go v erno r's appo intment o f the patro l’s chief o fficer o r superinten­ 
dent. The patro l’s co mmander is currently appo inted by the go ver­ 
no r witho ut legislative appro val. 
Go v. J. James Ex o n said he tho ught DeCamp’s pro po sal was 
“hastily thro wn to gether witho ut much tho ught” Ex o n said, 
ho wever, he wo uld have no o bjectio n to the Legislature s ap­ 
pro ving. 
Co l. C. P. Karthauser, patro l superintendent, is directly 
respo nsible to the go verno r, and alway s has been. Ex o n said, ad­ 
ding he tho ught statutes sho uld be changed to reflect that situatio n 
But, Ex o n said, the Legislature has mo re impo rtant things to 
wo rry abo ut in the upco ming sessio n 
"What this (the pro po sal) o bvio usly is, is a scapego at fo r that 
co mmittee that has been o n a fishing ex peditio n.” Ex o n said He 
said it was a "face saving effo rt” to put fo rth so mething after the 
investigatio n has turned into what he termed an “ unfo rtunate 
fiasco .” 
So me o f the pro visio ns in the pro po sal will have to be changed. 
DeCamp admitted. One sectio n wo uld relieve the state o f any 
liability fo r the actio ns o r death o f underco ver agents, kno wn as 
co o perating individuals. 
DeCamp said that sectio n was inco rrectly wo rded, adding, "I 
do n t believe the state can disclaim liability fo r the underco ver 
agents” 
Acco rding to info rmatio n pro vided to the co mmittee by the 
patro l, co o perating individuals sign a waiver fo r wo rkman’s co m­ 
pensatio n and state liability fo r injury o r damages incurrt^l Only 
o ne civilian agent has been injured in co nnectio n with his under­ 
co ver wo rk, the patro l said That perso n received a bullet wo und in 
the arm. 
"It may be necessary to define the state’s liability in these 
areas," DeCamp said. 
DeCamp’s pro po sal also wo uld give the slate Justice Depart­ 
ment co ntro l o ver all activ ities o f all law enfo rcement agencies in 
the state as well as the patro l. That suggestio n was put into the 
pro po sal to elicit respo nse fro m o ther members o f the Legislature 
he said. 
“ It may be a go o d idea to set up a standard o f co nduct fur all 
law enfo rcement agencies acro ss the state," DeCamp said 
then

attitude sho uld help hasten peace," Christo pher added

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Buying power 
outpaces prices 


Washington ( AP ) — The government had good holiday news 
tor Americans on Tuesday, reporting a moderate rise in infla­ 
tion in October and the biggest monthly gain in work ers’ buying 
power since June. 
It said consumer prices increased a moderate 0.3 percent, 
the sam e as in August and September. Grocery prices rose only 
slightly for the fourth consecutive month. 
Work ers benefitted from an increase of Î.1 percent in the 
purchasing power of their paycheck s in October, raising the 
level of their real earnings ~ tak e home pay adjusted for taxes 
and inflation 
to a level 4.6 percent above that of a year ago. 
Prices have increased at a 3,8 percent annual rate over the 
past three months, in sharp contrast with the 10 percent rate at 
the beginning of the year. 
At the White House, deputy press secretary Rex Granum 
read a statem ent saying 
We are of course extremely pleased to see that consumer 
prii'es rose at a moderate rate for the fourth month in a row. 
This means that recent sizeable increases in personal income 
are being translated into real gams in purchasing power — ‘ 
which should serve to bolster consumer purchasing power in the 
months ahead " 
Granum added that the latest report on living costs did not 
mean anti-infiation efforts can be relaxed. 
The cooling of inflation since midyear is expected to boost 
consumer confidence in the economy and mak e it easier for the 
Carter administration in its battle against unemployment. 
"This IS certainly a favorable sign for real growth in the 
economy because consumers have more money to spend,” said 
■; ourtenay M 
Slater, the Commerce Departm ent’s chief 
economist 
She cautioned, however, that price increases in future 
months ’aren t going to be as modest as the past three months’' 
nor will income gams be as large as in October. “ But all the 
same. ’ she said, "it is q uite encouraging.” 
The Labor Department said the moderate rise m consumer 
prices has been largely due to small increases in prices for food 
and other commodities. 
The big spring and summer declines m wholesale farm 
prices that helped moderate retail food prices ended last 
month, when wholesale prices jumped 2 4 percent. Most 
economists expect grocery prices to start rising at a somewhat 
taster pace this winter.

Blizzard snows imprisoned hundreds of travelers in 
mak eshift shelters in the northern Rock ies Tuesday. An ice and 
snow storm clogged traffic, triggered power black outs, shut 
down schools and drove dozens of people from their homes in 
the Pacific Northwest. 
. 
The Thank sgiving week storm raged with varying intensity 
from Oregon’s W illamette Valley to the G reat Plains. It was 
blamed for at least six deaths, including that of a man who ap­ 
parently froze to death 100 feet from his stranded car near 
hard-hit Rawlins, Who. 
Four drilling company work ers were k illed when a plane 
went down in a snowstorm in California, and another fatality 
occurred in an accident on a snow-slick ed highway in the state. 
Along two Interstate highways in south-central Wyoming, 
marooned travelers — pulled from automobiles in which they 
were snow-trapped four hours — waited out the storm in what 
Denver photographer Terri Brauberger called “ a disaster at­ 
mosphere.” 
„ 
They camped out in the community center at Rawlins, a 
recreation center and theater in nearby Sinclair and motels and 
hotels throughout the area. Many were sheltered in private 
homes. 
Some sprawled on bedrools on the floor. Others played 
cards or work ed jigsaw puzzles to while away the hours. 
“ F’eople were off the road right and left,” Carbon County 
Lndersheriff Robert Hanson said 
“ It was horrible — just plain old horrible,” Betty Higbey of 
Evanston, Wyo. . said. *Tve never in my life seen anything lik e 
it - and I was in the blizzard of ’49 ’ ” - a reference to an 
Ok lahoma blizzard nearly three decades ago. 
In the Boise, Idaho, area, blowing, drifting snow k ept 
motorists off highways and several schools closed. Fourteen in­ 
ches of snow fell at Sun Valley. Idaho, 10 inches at Rawlins, and 
8 inches at Malad, Idaho, and Burns. Ore. The mercury plunged 
to 20 below zero at Havre, Mont., tying a record for the date, 
and dropped to 14 below - a record - at International Falls, 
Minn.

Columbia. Mo. (AP) — Homemak ers 
were warned Tuesday that cook ing turk ey or 
other m eats in brown bags made of recycled 
paper can be toxic. 
“ It’s the PCB residue in the recycled 
paper that create the problem.” said Mildred 
Bradsher, University of .Missouri-Columbia 
food and nutrition specialist 
“ Just cook ing in the recycled bags isn’t 
lik ely to k ill you. but there are definite 
dangers associated with PCB buildup” 
PCB (polychlorinated biphenols) are ab­ 
sorbed by the liver and fatty tissues. 
“ Theoretically,■' she said, “ it would be 
possible fur one container to contain a toxic 
level of PCB.” 
She said the practice of cook ing turk eys 
and other meats in brown paper bags became 


popular a few years ago. The techniq ue 
allows the meat to brown while enough 
steam escapes to minimize the “ steamed 
flavor" of roaster cook ing 
‘‘T h ere’s no sig nificant nutritional 
benefit to cook ing this way,” said Bradsher 


She noted that the National Turk ey 
Growers Association has rescinded its 
original recommendation for cook ing turk eys 
in brown bags because of the possible dangers 
from recycled papiT 


For an alternative method of cook ing 
hams and turk eys she recommended using 
plastic cook ing bags designed for such pur­ 
poses. She said they allow the m eal to brown, 
yet retain more drippings than open-pan 
roastings. 


Irvine. Calif. (IT ’D — A university 
research team says about 14 precent of the 
female seagulls on an island off the 
California coast are lesbians, calling it the 
first solid evidence of w idespread 
homosexuality among wild birds. 
One of the female gulls assumes a male 
role and the birds form stable unions lik e 
those of heterosexual seagulls; they go 
through the motions of mating, lay sterile 
eggs and defend their nests lik e other 
couples, the report said. 
No evidence of homosexuality among 
male birds was found. 
We were absolutelv astounded ' at the 


discovery, said Dr. George Hunt of the 
University of California at Irvine. “This 
sort of thing has not been found before and 
was clearly not what we anticipated.” 
He and his wife. Molly, who is also his 
co-researcher, studied 1.200 pairs of 
Western seagulls for three years on Santa 
Barbara Island, an uninhabited rock about 
40 miles southwest of Los Angeles, They 
recently published th eir findings in 
Science, the journal of the American 
Association for the Advancement of

The Hunts are also trying to determine 
whether environmental factors are in­ 


volved. 
A tea m from th e U nive rsity of 
W ashington, headed by D r. Donald 
Farner, is also studying the gulls. The 
colony has a shortage of male birds, he 
said, which may be involved with the high 
number of female pairs. His team is also 
studying blood samples tak en from the les­ 
bian birds, trying to determine if their 
hormones are normal. 


The N ational Science Foundation 
recently granted the Hunts and the Farner 
team, who are cooperating, $6 2.000 to 
further their research.

Egyptian walk s out on Syrian at U.N. 


Cairo, Egypt (AP) — Division 
deepened in the Arab camp Tuesday in 
the aftermath of Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s Journey to Jerusalem. 
At the United Nations in New York, 
the Egyptian ambassador walked out 
when the Syrian ambassador attacked 
the Sadat peace effort. It was the first 
such walkout by one Arab on another in 
the memory of U.N. observers. 
The Syrian, Mowaffak Allaf, told the 
U N, General Assembly, ‘‘As a result of 
this diversionary, tragicomedy, the Mid­ 
dle East has become a theater of the ab­ 
surd. We are so confused that we are no 
longer able to tell an ally from an enemy. 
We don’t know whether to weep or laugh, 
feel shame or pity” 
Sadat won a demonstration of support 
from allied Sudan when Sudanese Presi­ 
dent Jaafar el Numairi flew to Cairo and 
was quoted as calling Sadat’s trip a vic­ 
tory and appealing for support from 


other Arabs. 
‘‘On this mission and this trip we 
scored another big victory.. . . We must 
be proud in all Arab countries over this 
victory," he was quoted by Cairo Radio 
as saying. 
Bitter critics met in Damascus and 
Baghdad, meanwhile, and denounced 
Sadat as a ‘‘traitor’’ who had destroyed 
A rab un ity, and th reaten ed to 
assassinate him. 
On the Persian Gulf, Saudi Arabia and 
other conservative, oil-rich regimes, 
whose wealth has in the past settled 
many Arab arguments, were silent. 
Palestinian guerrilla chieftain Yasir 
Arafat met in Damascus with Syrian 
Presdent Hafez Assad who a week ago 
refused to give Sadat endorsement for 
his Jerusalem journey. A Palestinian 
statement said the pur|M)se was to ‘‘coor­ 
dinate the Palestinian and Syrian 
positions in order to counter the maior 


plot against the Palestinian cause and 
the Arab nation." 
Another visitor in Damascus was Jor­ 
danian Premier Mudar Badran, sent by 
King Hussein with a special messages 
for Assad regarding Syria's and Jordan’s 
position on the Sadat visit. 
Neither Badran nor the king has com­ 
mented on the controversial trip, but In­ 
formation Minister Adnan Abu Odeh in­ 
dicated some support. 
Sadat has also received support from 
Morocco and Oman. 


Libya’s state-run Tripoli Radio called 
on all Arabs to "blow up this crime from 
its roots and let it fall upon the head of 
this man (Sadat) who sold the dignity of 
the Arabs and butchered their honor.” 


In West Germany, two legislators an­ 
nounced they were proposing Sadat and 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
for the 1978 Nobel Peace Prize. 
Israeli leaders accept need to rethink position

Jerusalem — In the wake of the visit of 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, the 
Israeli leadership has accepted the need 
to "rethink" its entire position in 
p r e p a r a t i o n for p e a c e t r e a t y 
negotiations, authoritative Israeli 
sources said Tuesday. 
This was a m ajor and possibly 
profound consequence of the talks 
between Sadat and Israeli Premier 
Menahem Begin. While it was Sadat who 
spoke publicly of the "hard and drastic 
decisions” facing the Israelis, he was ac­ 
tually echoing what Begin and others had 
told him privately, the sources said, in­ 
dicating that the Jerusalem government 
was now resolved to undertake this task. 
Deputy Premier Yigal Yadin said in an 
interview that the government was now 
"convinced that Sadat really wants 
peace.” They also feel they convinced 
Sadat that Israel is equally determined 
But, Yadin said, “ this doesn’t mean that 


a conflict of 30 years can be eliminated 
overnight.” 
The two sides agreed that negotiations 
should take place in the context of the 
Geneva Middle East conference, he said, 
adding that "the role of the Americans 
remains very, very important.” 
Other Israeli sources said there was a 
conviction here now that the Geneva con­ 
ference will take place, perhaps within a 
month or so, and that they expect the 
United States to take the lead in making 
the definite arrangements. However, 
nothing specific has yet been settled. 
This conviction was based, they said, 
on an indication from Sadat that Egypt 
will attend the conference ^ven if Syria 
refuses to go without Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization participants, and on 
Israel’s willingness to draft substantive 
negotiating plans and discuss them with 
Eg\'pt. 
That does not imply bargaining on a 
separate peace treaty between Israel 


and Egypt, however, since it emerged 
clearly in the Jerusalem talks that the 
Palestinian issue and Israel’s eastern 
border were the points of greatest sen­ 
sitivity for both sides, and must be 
resolved if there is to be an effective 
peace. 


Sadat spoke with a number of West 
Bank and Gaza Palestinian notables 
while he was in Jerusalem, and he is un­ 
derstood to have encouraged them to 
agree to participate in the Geneva talks 
as Palestinian representatives, despite 
the PLO’s vehement opposition. 


The issue of including the PLO in 
Geneva, formerly unacceptable to 
Begin, is not a problem between him and 
Sadat, who had already suggested 
various alternative forms of Palestinian 
representation at the conference. 
Rather, it is an issue between Sadat and 
Syrian President Hafez Assad.

Rights ordinance weakened: 
a regrettable step backwards 


Any Step backwards, ev en a sho rt 
o ne, is regrettable, and it is with regret 
that the Linco ln City Co uncil sho uld v iew 
its step backwards Mo nday in the area o f 
human rights. 
Until recently , Linco ln had been 
so mewhat o f a “ trailblazer” in the 
human rights area. That was no thing to 
be ashamed o f. But acco rding to at least 
o ne co uncilman, human rights are seco n­ 
dary to the pho ny argument that pro tec­ 
tio n o f tho se rights amo unts to a fo rm o f 
despo tism. 
Mo nday the co uncil diluted the city ’s 
human rights o rdinance by remo v ing 
bans o n discriminatio n o n the gro unds o f 
marital status and o n the gro unds o f 
receiv ing welfare. The attack o n rights 
was in respo nse to a Human Rights Co m­ 
missio n attempt to strengthen the lo cal 
o rdinance. In a way , the city was fo r­ 
tunate. A sweeping attack o n the pro tec­ 
tio n o f rights was initiated by Co un­ 
cilman J o e Hampto n, but o ther co un- 
Cilmen fo und the go o d sense to refuse 
him suppo rt in that endeav o r. What was 
giv en up was bad eno ugh, ho wev er. 
H a m pto n, the co uncilm a n who 
refuses to publicly apo lo gize fo r racist 
remarks he used against a fello w co un­ 
cilman in a recent argument fo llo wing a 
human rights hearing, parro ts a line 
which enjo y s currency : “ Go v ernment 
has beco me so bureaucratic that it 
literally smo thers peo ple,” Hampto n 


asserts. “ Go v ernment tries so hard to 
help peo ple that they nev er learn to help 
them selv es.” 
In so asserting, Hampto n igno res 
histo ry . 
It to o k go v ernment edict and fo rce o f 
arms and the mo ral suasio n o f a Linco ln 
and all who sto o d with him to help the 
blacks in America o ut o f the ho le dug fo r 
them by the sla v e tra ders and the 
planters. A century later, it to o k the 
co urts and a bela tedly co ura geo us 
Co ngress to break the back o f an o fficial 
bigo try which o ut-liv ed slav ery . Tho se 
actio ns made the Co nstitutio n co me 
aliv e. We are no w try ing to eliminate 
tho se remaining strains o f bigo try and 
igno rance which ca use discriminatio n 
against many millio ns o f peo ple -- no t 
just racial mino rities — in law and fact. 
These are no t alway s po pular effo rts 
— but they are right and just. 
And no ble effo rts to co mbat dis­ 
criminatio n are no t helped by slick 
arguments that pro hibitio ns against dis­ 
criminatio n o r guarantees o f equality 
a re ev idence o f o v er-regula tio n by 
go v ernment and thus so mething to be 
deplo red. 
Which is bad: laws to help peo ple o r 
the discrim ina tio n which sm o thers 
them? 
The latter is bad, and it is ho ped 
that peo ple who ho ld o ffice and the 
public's trust wo uld agree. 


Abolish commission? Forget it! 


The unanimo us v o te o f the Linco ln 
City Co uncil co nfirming Ro ger Massey 
as the newest member o f the City -Co unty 
Planning Co mmissio n was so mewhat o f 
a sho cker. 
No t because Massey isn’t suited fo r 
the jo b — he is, in fact, eminenently 
qualified and no t by just ex pertise alo ne 
— but because the co uncil in recent 
mo nths has been so busy play ing may o r 
Itself that to tal appro v al o f o ne o f Mrs. 
Bo o salis’ cho ices is hard to fatho m. 
In the matter o f picking planning 
co m m issio ners, the hardball-play ing 
co uncil majo rity set the gro und rules: 
o rdinary citizens wo n’t do ; the nex t co m­ 
missio ner must hav e pro fessio nal ex per­ 
tise, said the co uncil in rejecting the 
may o r’s no minatio n o f Hughes Shanks. 
So the may o r ca m e up with Massey , the 
head o f the co mmunity and regio nal 
planning department at the Univ ersity o f 
Nebraska. It was an inspired cho ice, 
ev en fo r an ex ecutiv e such as the may o r, 
who keeps co ming up with ex cellent 
cho ices to serv e o n city agencies the dis­ 
mal co nfirmatio n reco rd o f the co uncil 
no twithstanding. 
While delighted that the co uncil 
seized the o ppo rtunity to co nfirm such an 
ex cellent no minatio n, we still think o r­ 
dinary citizens can serv e o n the planning 
co m m issio n. M a ssey , a pro fessio nal 
planner, wo uld take the lead in agreeing 
with that pro po sitio n. 
It is ho ped that the may o r will no t 
back do wn fro m her reco rd o f try ing to 
po pulate city bo ards and co mmissio ns 
with a representativ e cro ss-sectio n o f 
the co mmunitv . 


It will co ntinue to be a difficult task 
fo r her, ho wev er, as there are o bv io usly 
so me members o n the co uncil who feel 
the^v era ge perso n-o n-the-street is no t 
intelligent eno ugh to take a hand in plan­ 
ning his o r her city ’s gro wth and dev elo p­ 
ment. 
In fact. Co uncilman J o e Hampto n 
say s he wants the city to take a lo o k at 
a bo lishing the planning co m m issio n 
alto gether, replacing the bo ard with a 
hearing co mmissio ner who wo uld take 
testimo ny and dev elo p reco mmendatio ns 
o n dev elo pers’ pro po sals. 


Such an elitist pro po sal flies directly 
in the face o f the reaso ning which es­ 
tablished planning co mmissio ns in the 
first place. They were established in 
o rder to giv e the citizens an added v o ice 
in the pro cess o f making decisio ns regar­ 
ding zo ning, land use and o ther planning 
endeav o rs. A bo ard representativ e o f the 
co m m unity a t la rge wa s to study 
pro po sals, listen to the adv ice o f the 
go v erning bo dy ’s pro fessio nal planning 
staff, take testimo ny fro m all affected 
parties wishing to be heard and then 
make reco mmendatio ns which we im­ 
agine to be fo rmulated with genero us 
shares o f go o d judgment and co mmo n 
sense — qualities which we believ e many 
o rdinary citizens hav e in abundance. It 
has wo rked that way fairly well in Lin­ 
co ln. altho ugh “ o rdinary citizens” hav e 
no t alway s sat o n the planning co m m is­ 
sio n. 


We ho pe the idea o f abo lishing the 
planning co mmissio n finds its way quick- 
Iv to the trash can.

As it is, no mo re Co nco rdes are go ing to be built, and 
buy ers are y et to be fo und fo r so me o f tho se that are in the 
wo rks. Mo reo v er, tho se no w in the air so far are financially 
lo sing pro po sitio ns. As o ppo nents o f the Co nco rde hav e said 
all alo ng, it was Britain and France’s fo lly . Ev en o ur reluc­ 
tant effo rts to bail o ur friends o ut by allo wing it to land and 
take o ff in v io latio n o f o ur laws aren’t likely to put the 
business in the black. The thing is do o med — like the Edsel, 
a v ictim o f its o wn design. 
Besides the added no ise, the Co nco rde is ex pensiv e — 
mo re than twice as ex pensiv e as so me o ther o v erseas flights 
— and seating is cramped and unco mfo rtable. The time it 
sav es, altho ugh co nsiderable, is simply no t wo rth the price, 
which is o utrageo us. 
But there is o ne lasting benefit that has co me o ut o f this 
co lo ssal mistake: Mo re peo ple hav e been made to listen 
critically to the no ise in and aro und city airpo rts. Mo re are 
no w aware that techno lo gy ex ists to reduce the racket, and 
an increasing number are willing to help see to it that such 
techno lo gy is emplo y ed. 
The era o f unmuffled jets is co ming to an end, and no t a 
decade to o so o n.

China updating its attitude on education 


Washingto n — Out o f China co mes 
news o f a pro fo und change that is a 
signal o f a new o rder. Students are to 
be admitted to univ ersities and 
technical scho o ls o n the basis o f 
scho lastic attainment and intellectual 
ability rather than fo r reaso ns o f 
so cialist o rigins and zeal. 
The po litical — as against the in­ 
tellectual — standard, bro ught higher 
educatio n in China v irtually to a 
standstill during the past 10 y ears. The 
cultural rev o lutio n fo mented by Mao 
Tse-tung plunged the univ ersities into 
chao s. The brightest students were 
o ften sent to the rice paddies rather 
than to institutio ns o f higher learning. 
This was part o f the lev eling pro cess 
intended by Chiang Ching, Mao 's wife, 
to insure against establishing a class 
with superio r intellectual attainments 
in go v ernment po sitio ns. She was 
arrested no t lo ng after .Mao 's death. 
Chiang and three o f her fo llo wers hav e 
been deno unced thro ugho ut China as 
the “ Gang o f Fo ur” respo nsible fo r the 
lo st y ears when educatio n, particularly 
science and techno lo gy , faltered and 
deterio rated. 
By singular iro ny o f histo ry , signs in 
the West po int to ward a similar 
po litical-so cial rather than an intellec­ 
tual criterio n in higher educatio n. 
An interesting ex ample is the Univ er­ 


sity o f Uppsala, in Sweden, o ne o f the 
mo st illustrio us independent univ er­ 
sities in the wo rld. Uppsala’s univ ersi­ 
ty has just o bserv ed its 500th anniv er­ 
sary . (io v ernment-decreed refo rms 
wo uld add no n-scho lars to the ruling 
bo dies o f Uppsala and Sweden’s fo ur 
o ther independent univ ersities. 
The refo rms wo uld also require the 
admissio n o f a certain number o f o lder 
students who hav e jo b ex perience but 
wo uld no t meet academic standards. 
This last is a clo se parallel with the 
no n-academic rule prev ailing thro ugh 
higher educatio n in China during what 
are no w called The Ten Lo st Years. 
One- o f the sharpest critics o f the 
Swedish go v ernment decrees is To rgny 
Segerstedt. recto r o f Uppsala, who 
fears that the quality o f educatio n will 
be diluted. This was the feeling, to o , o f 
so me o f the 100 scho lars and sav ants 
fro m aro und the wo rld who receiv ed 
ho no rary degrees o n the univ ersity ’s 
5 00th anniv ersary . 
Clark Kerr, cha irm a n o f the 
Carnegie Co uncil o n Higher Educatio n 
and fo rmerly president o f the Univ ersi­ 
ty o f Califo rnia, o ne o f the recipients, 
talked abo ut the Califo rnia plan fo r 
higher educatio n, which he helped to 
fo rmulate. Co mmunity co lleges were a 
first line o f defense fo r the univ ersity . 
He was quo ted in the Chro nicle o f 


M arquis Childs 


Higher Educatio n as say ing: 
“ Otherwise the univ ersity was go ing 
to be o v erwhelmed with large numbers, 
o f students with lo wer academic attain­ 
ment o r attacked as try ing to ho ld o nto 
a mo no po ly o v er entry into higher 
status.” 
In New Yo rk, three high scho o ls that 
nav e maintained ex ceptio nal standards 
with stiff entrance ex ams fo r highly 
qualified students are faced with an in­ 
v estigatio n by the Federal Office o f 
Civ il Rights. The inquiry , acco rding to 
a no tice to the scho o ls, is to determine 
why girls, blacks, Hispanic and o ther 
mino rities are under-represented. 
The po ssibility o f an adv erse ruling 
has aro used a passio nate pro test fro m 
alumni, teachers, students and parents, 
acco rding to an acco unt in the New 
Yo rk Times. They are fearful no t o nly 
that the standards o f the three scho o ls 
will be serio usly impaired by the en­ 
fo rcement o f quo tas fo r admissio n but 
that this will in turn accelerate the 
flight o f middle-class families, bo th 
black and white, to the suburbs. 
The Bro nx High Scho o l o f Science 
and Stuy v esant and Bro o kly n Tech 
hav e graduated many lea ders in 


science, including Haro ld Bro wn, 
currently secretary o f defense and o ne 
o f the two o r three mo st no ted 
autho rities o n arms co ntro l, and J o shua 
Lederberg, a No bel prize winner in 
m edicine. Th^ scho o ls ha v e a lso 
pro duced civ il rights activ ists, o ne 
being Sto kely Carmichael who under­ 
to o k to lead a black rev o lt in Mary land. 
A catch in all this is the wo rd “ elite.” 
The descriptio n “ elitist” has co me to 
be a damaging designatio n fo r an in­ 
div idual who presumes to put himself 
abo v e o thers. In the v iew o f this 
o bserv er, that is no nsense. A dictio nary 
definitio n o f “ elite” is: 
“ The cho ice o r best o f any thing co n­ 
sidered co llectiv ely , ex pecially o f a 
gro up o r class o f perso ns.” 
Take Haro ld Bro wn as an ex ample. 
By any measurement he wo uld be a 
member o f the elite. If no t a genius in 
phy sics and related fields o f science, he 
is clo se to it. A lev eling pro cess that 
wo uld hav e sent him to the rice paddies 
and depriv ed him o f the dev elo pment o f 
his inherent abilities wo uld hav e been a 
lo ss to the natio n. 
This is a disco v ery that the Chinese, 
under the pro dding o f that to ugh prac­ 
tical little man, Teng Hsiao -ping, are 
no t making. They hav e a great deal o f 
lo st gro und to reco v er.

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Blair man’s attorneys 
plan psychiatric exams 


Omaha (UPI) — Attorney s for a commer­ 
cial hunter who for no apparent reason alleged­ 
ly shot and killed his in-laws with a high- 
powered rifle plan a detailed psy chiatric 
ex amination of their client before deciding how 
to proceed in the case. 
Omaha attorney s Dav id Lathrop and S. J . 
Albrecht entered innocent pleas for Wilfred 
Nielsen, 39, of Blair, during Nielsen’s arraip- 
ment earlier Tuesday before Washington Coun­ 
ty J udge C. N. Sutton in Blair. 
‘‘There seems to be no basis — no reason 
— for this v iolence,” Lathrop told UPI in an in­ 
terv iew. “ There seems to be a deep psy ­ 
chiatric problem inv olv ed.” 
Nielsen faces two first degree murder 
counts in the Saturday slay ings of Edward 
Grabbe, 6 0, and his wife, Opal Lucille, 52, 
whose bodies were found outside the back door 
of the family ’s farmstead along the Nebraska- 
lowa border. 
It was learned a son of the couple, Rickey 
Grabbe, witnessed “ a good share of the in­ 
cident” and what he saw enabled authorities to 
arrest Nielsen without resistance about two 
hours afterwards at his Blair home. 
The Brabbes died from one bullet wound 
each to the body . It was learned authorities are 
searching for a 9 millimeter rifle similar to 
that used to hunt deer as the weapon used in 
the incident. 
Authorities said Nielsen was married to 
the Grabbes’ daughter, Dee Anna, for 18 
months and the two hav e a child about six 
months old. 
“ Ev ery thing in the marriage seemed to be 
getting along all right,” Lathrop said. “ We 
aren’t going any further in the case until we 
hav e a psy chiatric ev aluation. 
“ A lot of what we’ll do will depend upon 
the preliminary observ ations of the psy ­ 
chiatrists,” Lathrop said. 
Lathrop indicated the results of the psy ­ 
chiatric ex amination could be completed as 
early as nex t Tuesday , the date Sutton set for 
Nielsen's preliminary hearing. 
During Tuesday ’s arraignment the two

A set of guidelines for Nebraska attorney s 
to use in adv ertising their legal fees has been 
approv ed by the State Supreme Court. 
The guidelines, recommended by the 
Nebraska State Bar Association’s House of 
Delegates last month, permits the dissemina­ 
tion of general background and fee information 
as long as none of the statements is false, 
fraudulent, m isleading, deceptiv e, self- 
laudatory or unfair. 
A few Nebraska attorney s began adv er­ 
tising after a landmark U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling on the issue sev eral weeks ago, but the 
State Supreme Court’s decision remov es any 
doubts about the propriety of such actions by 
attorney s in Nebraska. 
Under the Supreme Court-approv ed plan, 
lawy ers will be permitted to list such things as 
their address and telephone number, date and 
place of birth, schools attended, date of admis- 


sion to the bar, memberships in legal societies 
and fraternities, military serv ice, public or 
quasi-public offices held, foreign language 
abilities, names and addresses of bank 
references and the names of clients regularly 
represented, if permission is granted by the 
client 


Lawy ers also may list their initial con­ 
sultation fee, hourly rates, fix ed fees for 
specific legal serv ices and any credit 
arrangements that will be accepted. 
Newspaper and radio adv ertising is 
allowed under the plan approv ed by the 
Supreme Court, but telev ision is not. 


Under the plan originally recommended by 
the bar association, the proposal also would 
hav e allowed people to apply with the Supreme 
Court if they desired to ex pand on the kinds of 
information permitted in ads. But the court 
struck that prov ision.

CHARLESTON, W. Va. (AP) - At 16, Don Goffaux h as a 
solid h ead start on h is ambition in life. “I want to cut th e 
perfect stone,” say s th e studious, sligh tly built h igh sch ool 
soph omore. 
Goffaux is considered by some to be a prodigy in th e craft 
of diamond cutting He’s been at it since h e took a course in 
caboch on cutting wh en h e was 8. 
“To become a cutter of Don’s quality , it would usually 
take at least 15 y ears,” say s Scott Broy les, owner of a dia­ 
mond dealersh ip in south Ch arleston. 
Working in h is h ome with h is own equipment, Goffaux’s 
fee can be as h igh as $30 an h our, depending on th e nature and 
difficulty of th e job.

$400 a month . He’s putting th e money away to buy th e $8 ,000 
diamond bench and oth er equipment h e will need later, 
“Wh en h e gets a little older, a kid as good as Don can 
make a tremendous amount of money ," say s Broy les. “ I 
never met any one h is age so good at cutting.” 
Wh en h e becomes 21, Broy les expects Goffaux to be asked 
by th e top diamond manufacturers in New York to join th e 
elite group of diamond cutters wh o work in th eir own h omes, 
at th eir own rates, for “oodles of cash ." 
“ Reputation moves fast in th e grapevine,” Broy les say s. 
After lessons at th e arts and crafts center at Ripley , Gof­ 
faux took private cutting lessons from reknowned diamond 
cutters. He remembers th em as grueling affairs, usually nine 
h ours at a time, two or th ree day s in a row. 
Goffaux say s h e’s alway s been fascinated by puzzles and 
believes th at may be th e root of h is interest and aptitute for 
cutting. 
“It’s fun to cut th e 58 different facets and get th em 
perfectly aligned," h e say s. “ It’s called a brilliant cut. 
Because th e angle of reflection must be perfect so th e ligh t in­ 
side th e stone reflects out with out seeping out th e back.”

Merriam is 
pu blisher of “ W ebster’s Third New International Dictionary 
of the Eng lish Lang u ag e, Unabridg ed.”

The brown paper y ou u se to wrap Christm as packag es for 
mailing shou ld be at least as thick as y ou r g rocery bag s. 
Tape is better than twine to secu re the paper, as there is no 
chance of it g etting cau g ht in the sorting machines at the post 
office. Do not u se masking tape; u se pressu re-sensitiv e fila­ 
ment tape.

(a lig hter shade than charcoal), mediu m blu e, nav y , camel, 
black, brown, deep maroon, or deep ru st. 


With the su it y ou shou ld wear a solid or plaid blou se, simply 
cu t, no frills or lace. The best neckline is the equ iv alent of hav ing 
a man-tailored shirt with one bu tton open; the blou se collar 
shou ld be worn inside the su it coat. And y ou r blou se shou ld be cot­ 
ton or silk or a sy nthetic which looks like either cotton or silk. 


If y ou want to be su re y ou ’re doing u p the u niform correctly , 
add a feminine fedora hat with a little feather, a contrasting 
scarf, a leather attache case, natu ral panty hose and simple dark 
colored pu mps with an inch and a half heel. 


And fu rther Molloy ’s research shows if y ou are interested in 
an “ ex ecu tiv e look,” y ou ’ll look more au thoritativ e if y ou r blou se

When we saw this wardrobe eng ineer, he was conserv ativ ely 
bu t au thoritativ ely dressed in a three-piece g ray flannel su it. A 
g lib researcher, he claims to know what he knows abou t how to 
dress only throu g h research . . . 10 y ears of stu dy and 100,000 in­ 
terv iews telling him what kinds of clothes people react to and 
how they react in all kinds of situ ations. He’s also qu ick to point 
ou t the opinions in his book aren’t his; they ’re what the research 
shows. 


While career su ccess depends on factors other than what y ou 
wear and how y ou look, hu man natu re cau ses u s to instinctiv ely 
associate certain kinds of appearance with certain kinds of peo­ 
ple.

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Switzer expla ins his s ide of media difficulties 


Norman, Okla. — Oklahoma football coach Barry Switzer 
has had more than his share of trouble with sportswriters. 
Some of those problems have made national news. 
This season, the Sooner coach barred an Oklahoma City 
newsman from the OU practice field. ’‘One incident got all the 
publicity (when the reporter wrote about a knee injury to 
defensive tackle Paul Tabor which Switzer wanted to keep 
from upcoming foe Texas). But there had been a lot of 
problems leading up to that.” 
The OU head man told of a pre-season gathering of 
Oklahoma City boosters. “ I tried to be humerous and got up 
and started my remarks by saying, ‘Tm going to the Orange 
Bowl this year.’ The guys in the crowd started whooping and 
hollering and pounding the table. They loved it. 
“ Then I explained to them,” Switzer continued, “ that Uie 
Big Eight pays my way to the Orange Bowl every year, just as 
they do for every other coach in the league. Then I added, ‘I 
hope my team will join me in Miami.’ ” 
Switzer says the paper came out with an eight-column 


banner headline the next day which said, “ Switzer predicts 
Orange Bowl for Sooners.” 
The 
Oklahoma coach tells the story to illustrate the 
quotes which have been attributed to him in recent days as the 
shootout with Nebraska nears. 
The lineup for the bowl games has been a major topic of 
conversation in recent days. Switzer was quoted as saying 
he'd prefer Arkansas over Penn State as an Orange Bowl op­ 
ponent. 
“ I’d always precede such remarks by saying. ‘If we are 
fortunate enough to beat Nebraska — and they will be the best 
team we have faced all year — then . . 
Switzer claims. 
“ But, the writers never tell that. They just start off with my 
second remark and make it sound like I’m looking right past 
Nebraska.” 
What about the Husker-Sooner matchup? 
“ I think it’s a tossup football game,” Switzer says. “ And 
one thing worries me. In a close game, it’s that little break — 
a turnover, or something like that — which will make the

difference. 
“ And, based on the season so far, if anyone gives away 
something, it's more likely to be Oklahoma than Nebraska. 
We lead the Big Eight in fumbles and penalties. We won’t be 
able to afford that kind of stuff in a close game with 
Nebraska.” 
Switzer says he and his staff are bleary-eyed from 
watching films of Nebraska’s other games this year, 
“ But they aren't going to come out and really surprise us. 


any more than we’re going to surprise them,” Switzer says. 
“ Nebraska only has about four or five basic plays. By the 
same token, we’re either going to win or lose with our four or 
five basic plays. 
“ Nebraska has got to run (Isaiah) Hipp on the pitch 
sweep,” Switzer explains, “ or it will be a tough day for them. 
The same goes for us. Our fullback, quarterback keeper and 
pitch plays off the wishbone have got to work or we’ll be in for 
a long afternoon.” 
Can Oklahoma gang up its defense against the pitch to 
Hipp? 
“ To which side?” Switzer asks in return. “ And don’t 
forget the sprint draw to either side. The defense has to be 
balanced and prepared to stop everything 
“ We know Nebraska isn’t going to come down here and 
line up in the shotgun or try to surprise us with split backs. 
Thev’ll do what they believe in and try to execute well. We’ll 
try to do the same with our favorite stuff I think it’s going to 
be a heckuva game.”

Osborne cites NU improvement

With the mountainous task of playing 
Oklahoma still ahead, Tom Osborne spoke Tuesday 
of his pleasure over the height his football team has 
already scaled this season. 
The Cornhusker head coach who has lead his 
team to an 8-2 record, a No. 10 national ranking and 
Friday s showdown with the Sooners for the Big 
Eight Chmpionship and an Orange Bowl berth, 
reflected back to the beginning of the 1977 season. 
“ I think anyone close to our team recognized 
when the season started that this could be a 500 
(evenly split in wins and losses) football team,” 
Osborne said. “ But the players knew they had a 
chance to be better and they have been.” 
In his fifth season as the Busker head coach, 
Osborne said, “ I think this team has made as much 
improvement as anv team I’ve been the head coach 
of.” 
Noting the lack of big name players and in- 
exf^rience throughout the squad when the year 
started, Osborne pointed out the hurdles the offen­ 
sive and defensive units have cleared. 
“ Defensively we went through quite an 
adjustment.” he said. “ We had new players, new 
coaches and a new system. It takes a little longer 
when you have a situation like that, but they have 
really come along well. 
• And offensively, we were pretty green at 
quarterback and had a few gaps to fill.” 
With the experience gained from 10 games un­ 
der their belt, Osborne said, “ I guess you can’t say 
we are green anymore.” 


Asked if he thought his current crop of Buskers 
had realized their potential. Osborne replied, “ I 
think they’ve come as close to reaching their poten­ 
tial as any team I've been around. But I don’t want 
to say they are a finished product and then have 
them not play well Friday.” 


Kacing through a two-hour workout Tuesday 
afternoon in brisk weather, the Cornhuskers were a 
spirited group 
“ We had a good practice,” Osborne said. “ They 
have worked hard all week.” 
The Tuesday drill was the final workout with 
pads, according to Osborne, who said the players 
would have a brief drill Wednesday in sweats. 


In other Cornhusker news Tuesday, center Tom 
Uavis has been elected to play in the Bula and 
Japan Bowls at the end of the season. Former 
Buskers Tony Davis. Vince Ferragamo and Dave

his squad appeared almost at full speed. Middle 
guard Oudious Lee twisted an ankle during the 
Tuesday workout, but the injury was not termed 
serious.

Kansas City, Mo. (UPI) — Tailback 
Terry Miller of Oklahoma State and 
linebacker (iary Spam of Kansas State led 
voting on their respective sides of the line 
Tuesday to head up the 25-member 1977 UPI 
All-Big Eight team 
Miller, who topped the 100-yard mark in 
all 11 games this season to set a conference 
single season rushing record, was one of two 
unanimous selections on the offensive unit 
while Spani received 21 of 24 votes from the 
UPI selection board to lead all defensive 
vote-getters. 
The team was selected by a panel of 24 
writers, representing three from each con­ 
ference city. The panel's only other un­ 
animous pick was Oklahoma placekicker 
Uwe Von Schamann 
Miller rushed for 1,680 yards in 1977 to set 
the Big Eight single season record and 
finished his brilliant four-year career as the 
conference’s all-time leading rusher with 4,- 
754 yards. Be became just the third player in 
NC.4a history to rush for 100 yards in every 
game of a regular season and finished his 
career with a string of 19 straight 100-yard 
games. 
Spani made 25 tackles in each of his last 
two games and finished the season with an 
average of 17 tackles per game. Be was a 
four-year starter at Kansas State and joined 
Miller, defensive back Zac Benderson, Guard 
Leon White and defensive tackle Mike Sten- 
srud as repeat selections off the 1976 team. 
Von Schamann was joined on the first 
team by six of his teammates — quarterback 
Thomas Lott, tackle Karl Baldischwiler, kick 
returner Freddie Nixon, middle guard Reggie 
Kinlaw, linebacker Daryl Bunt and Bender­ 
son. 
I .M. Bipp, the sophomore walk-on sensa­ 
tion at Nebraska who finished second to 
Miller in rushing, was three votes short of a 
unanimous selection while Dexter Green, 
who rushed for 1.000 yards for the second 
straight year and led the conference in 
scoring with 90 points, was four votes shy of 
unanimous at the other running back spot. 
Green led a group of five Iowa Staters 
chosen to the first team, making the Cyclones 
runner-up to Oklahoma in selections. Iowa 
State was also represented by punter Rick 
Blabolil, defensive tackles Tom Randall and 
Stensrud and defensive back Kevin Bart. 
Missouri landed four players on the first 
team, wide receiver Joe Stewart who was 
one vote short of unanimous, tight end Kellen 
Winslow, tackle James Taylor and defensive 
back Russ Calabrese, and Nebraska was 


represented by three players; center Tom 
Davis and guard Greg Jorgenson in addition 
to Bipp. 
Colorado and Oklahoma State each had 
two players on the first team. Defensive end 
Daria Butler joined Miller from the Cowboys 
while defensive end Randy Westendorf and 
White represented the Buffaloes. White, who 
player center in 1977 and tackle in 1976, 
receied votes at all three front line positions. 
Kansas joined Kansas State in being 
represented by only one player, defensive 
back Tom Fitch who intercepted five passes. 
The second team offense consisted of 
quarterback Pete Woods of Missouri; running 
backs Kenny King and Elvis Peacock of 
Oklahoma and James Mayberry of Colorado; 
wide receiver Charley Green and tight end 
Paul Coffman of Kansas State; tackles Matt

The editorial .said it is “ especially regret­ 
table that Lou Boltz, insensitive to his 
almost unique place as a public figure 
everybody can root for, is now doing direct 
advertising for at least one business product 
as well as plunging into campaign politics as 
well.” 


“ I can assure the people of this state that I 
will not get involved in any commercials in 
the future,” Boltz said “ Appropriate action 
has been taken to eliminate the one that had 
been made. 


“ My obligation is to the university, but my 
first obligation is to my family. I was not 
aware of a university policy (against com­ 
mercials). I was not exploiting an opportuni­ 
ty 


“ I was trying to alleviate a problem and 
it's been a burdensome one Bad I been aware 
of the university regulations and had there 
not been mitigating and extenuating cir­ 
cumstances. I never would have gotten in­ 
volved in it.” 


Berma n terms NU footba ll fa ns ‘intense, even obsessed’

John Berman’s cramped office sits on 
the second floor of Burnett Ball, a fly 
pattern away from Memorial Stadium. 
Berman, 32, is in his sixth year as a 
social psychologist on the University of 
Nebraska faculty. Unlike most of his 
psychology department colleagues, the 
Cincinnati native has become an in­ 
veterate Big Red football fan. 
Since he listened to his first Nebraska 
game on the radio and heard the man in 
the apartment above him beat on the 
floor, Berman has been more than 
casually interested in the psychological 
phenomenon of this state’s football fans. 
“ They’re intense, some even 
obsessed," he says. “ It’s hard to find 
something they care about more than 
how the team does. Nothing gets them 
more riled. They don’t react as strongly 


to events that impinge on them a lot 
more — like farm prices.” 
Berman does not intellectually isolate 
himself from the phenomenon. “ I get 
pretty upset when things go badly in a 
game and I’m very happy when things go 
well,” he says. 
“ I'm a big fan because I look at foot­ 
ball as entertainment. I think it’s good to 
get out of yourself for awhile. It’s 
amazing, just amazing, how you can feel 
so deeply about a team and how it does. 


“ The outcome seems so important, but 
it really doesn’t affect your personal or 
physical well being. If Nebraska loses,” 
he says, “ you’re not going to make less 
money. Your house isn’t going to burn 
down or your car isn’t going to get 
stolen. I guess that’s the beauty of being 
the fan,” 


The athletes causing such intense emo­ 


tion cannot afford to release as much 
psychological energy as the fans. 
there are, however, some rather 
major psychological factors for Friday’s 
Nebraska-Oklahoma shootout at Norman 
for the Orange Bowl berth, Berman 
believes, 
Be cites the Buskers’ five consecutive 
losses to the Sooners. 
“ If you’ve had a series of success 
experiences, you tend to perform better 
than if you’ve had a series of failure 
experiences,” Berman says. 
“ The unanswered question is why do 
people perform better when they have 
more confidence,” he adds. “ My best 
guess IS it's a matter of attention. 


“ Contident people attend more to the 
task. Those lacking confidence because 
of a series of failures spend a lot of time 
thinking of themselves or attending to 
irrelevant aspects of the situation.” 


Berman says, “ During the game, 
Oklahoma would seem more likely to be 
thinking about what it is supposed to be 
doing — the task — where a Nebraska 
player would seem more inclined to be 
thinking of other things. 
“ For example,” he offers, “ Nebraska 
might be sitting there worrying about 
such things as Can we hold them this 
year in the fourth quarter?’ Or‘Will they 
spring trick plays on us again?’ 
“ I m not sure to what extent it needs to 
be conscious,” Berman says, “ I’m not 
trying to sound mysterious, either. It 
just could be the difference between 
total concentration and not so total con­ 
centration.” 


Berman knows Nebraska is capable of 
both extremes. He watched this season’s 
losses to Washington State and Iowa 
State and the win over Alabama. 
“ I think Nebraska showed they could 


play emotionally in the Alabama game.” 
he suys. “ I wasn’t sure they could They 
always seemed on such an even keel” 
Berman almost chuckles to himself 
using the pronoun “ they,” If the Buskers 
upset third-ranked OU Friday, he knows 
he’ll shift gears like other Big Red fans 
and begin using “ we.” 
Be cites an article in the Journal of 
Personality and Social Psychology en­ 
titled “ Basking in Reflected Glory; 
Three Football Field Studies.” 
The experiments showed a significant 
tendency for students to strive to 
associate themselves publicly with their 
university’s football team more after the 
team had been successful One experi­ 
ment showed that subjects used the term 
“ we ” nearly twice as often to describe a 
victory than a nonvictory. 
Berman says the striking aspect to the 
phenomenon is that subjects sought to 


proclaim their atfiliation with a 
succi'ssful source even when they in no 
way caused the source's success 
These studies suggest a way to un­ 
derstand how the fortunes of affiliated 
sports teams can cause lavish displays of 
civic gratitude and pride,” the article 
slates 


‘ Through their simple connections 
with sports teams, the personal images 
ut fans are at stake when iheir teams 
take the field The team’s victories and 
defeats are reacted to as personal 
successes and failures” 
No. John Berman does not exclude 
himself from the phenomenon He may 
just have a little better perspective He 
won t, for instance, beat the floor m- 
frustration when Oklahoma scores a 
touchdown Friday against the Buskers. 
“ At least I don't think I will,” he 
savs.

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School mill levy sta tic 
despite increa sed costs

While costs for heating bu ild ings, bu y ing 
equ ipment, pay ing telephone bills and Social 
Secu rity hav e increased ov er the past d ecad e, 
the mill lev y for school su pport has hov ered 
arou nd the same lev el, accord ing to a report 
presented Tu esd ay night to the Lincoln Board 
of Ed u cation. 
The 5 6.5 69 mill lev y su pport for this y ear is 
almost id entical to the 1968 -69 lev y of 5 6.5 8 6, 
and mu ch less than the 79.662 lev y of 1967-68 . 
Howev er, 1967 was a special y ear with an 
u nu su al refu nd problem and a v ery low total 
property v alu ation, Su pt. John Prasch told the 
board . 
Statistics showing the increase in fix ed 
costs are not that static, howev er. In fact, they 
hav e qu ad ru pled in the past d ecad e from $98 0,- 
600 in 1967 to $3,970,5 00 this y ear. 
Inclu d ed in these rising costs are Social 
Secu rity pay ments which more than tripled to 
tod ay ’s 12.7 million and workmen’s compensa­ 
tion pay ments which rose from $20,000 10 y ears 
ago to $130,000 this y ear. 
Utility prices almost tripled in the 10- 
y ear span to $1.37 million bill the schools 
ex pect to pay this y ear. The biggest increase 


was in heating oil which went from $45 ,000 in 
1%7 to 128 0,000 this y ear. 
Water and sewage, electricity , heating gas 
and telephone costs hav e each increased two to 
three times the 1967 rate, accord ing to 
Prasch’s figu res. 
Prasch also pointed ou t increases in other 
selected bu d get items. Bu s transportation 
costs are u p 3.6 times to $495 ,070 this y ear and 
special ed u cation salaries hav e sky rocketed 
from $467,000 to $2.7 million this y ear. 
The six -fold increase in special ed u cation 
salary costs has come as state and fed eral laws 
placed more responsibility for ed u cating han­ 
d icapped child ren on the pu blic schools. 
Du ring the 10 y ears stu d ied , staff nu mbers 
hav e increased in all special ed u cation areas, 
accord ing to figu res su pplied by Prasch. 
There now are eight psy chologists, two 
work-stu d y cou nselors, fou r home school 
liaison teachers, fou r therapists, 69 teachers 
for the mentally and phy sically hand icapped , 
13 teachers for learning d isabled stu d ents and 
almost 60 aid es. Ten y ears ago, none of these 
jobs ex isted . 
Many of the figu res presented Tu esd ay 
night will be u sed in hearings before the state 
Legislatu re this winter, Prasch said .

Lincoln High’s more than $8 8 ,000 plan to 
improv e the appearance of the school’s J 
Street entrance receiv ed praise and an infor­ 
mal y es from Lincoln Board of Ed u cation 
members Tu esd ay night. 
The project, which inclu d es blocking off J 
Street in front of the school, a bermed and 
land scaped entrance with new steps, sid ewalks 
and benches, will be presented to the board for 
formal approv al later in the school y ear. 
“ This is a simple, straight forward plan 
.. . easy to maintain. I think it’s a good plan,” 
said Su pt. John Prasch. after Lincoln High stu ­ 
d ent cou ncil members showed the architec­ 
tu ral d rawings of the new school entrance to 
the board . 
"As an old stu d ent cou ncil presid ent who 
u sed to plan d ances and hay rid es, I can say 
y ou 'v e come a long way in the past 28 y ears,” 
said board member Stan Linnertz to the 
stu d ents. 
And board members agreed with stu d ents 
that, if possible, the remod eling work shou ld 
begin this school y ear, so that the seniors who 
hav e worked on the project throu ghou t high 
school can see some resu lts before they 
grad u ate. 
Board m em bers also looked ov er 
su ggested remod eling of Elliot School, es­ 
timated at more than $332,000. The im­ 
prov ements inclu d e carpeting of all instru c­ 
tional areas, lowering of ceilings and cabinet 
work in classrooms. 


Su mmer school information, showing that 
stu d ents d o not flock to the innov ativ e and 
special su mmer school offerings bu t seem to 
prefer the basic classes, were also d iscu ssed at 
the meeting. 
“ The kid s d on t sign u p for the cou rses that 
seem to be appealing to u s,” said Prasch and 
su ggested that class offerings for nex t su mmer 
be more limited bu t offered at more schools. 
Last su mmer 4,5 67 stu d ents participated in 


the su mmer school classes at 22 school 
bu ild ings. The almost $92,000 collected in tu i­ 
tion d id not meet the goal of pay ing half the es­ 
timated $273,000 total cost of the su mmer 
programs. Prasch said . 
Staff members inv olv ed in health ed u ca­ 
tion ex plained the cu rrent program and steps 
in ev alu ating health cu rricu lu m which started 
this y ear. 
Health is part of the entire elementary 
program, bu t what happens is v ery mu ch u p to 
the time and the talents of the ind iv id u al 
teachers, said Dean Au stin, health consu ltant. 
The requ ired one semester of health at the 
ju nior high lev el is an intensely personal su b­ 
ject which often motiv ates stu d ents who d o not 
care abou t other more acad emic su bjects, said 
Carol Hod ges, social stu d ies and health 
teacher at Irv ing Ju nior High 
Qu ality of teachers, who are often selected 
not becau se of their training or interest bu t 
becau se of practical sched u ling problems, is a 
concern in the health ed u cation program, she 
said . 
Health teaching also inv olv es some v alu e 
problems. 
For ex ample the cu rrent emphasis on 
patient assertiv eness, where stu d ents are en­ 
cou raged to ask many qu estions and en­ 
cou raged not to accept med ical treatment u n­ 
less they know what is happening, can be u pset­ 
ting to some commu nity d octors who prefer 
passiv e patients, she said . 
The qu estion — to what ex tent shou ld 
teachers accept responsibility for changing 
behav ior — is also trou bling to the teachers in­ 
v olv ed . 
Shou ld teachers merely present informa­ 
tion on smoking or d ru g u se and let stu d ents 
make d ecisions, or shou ld they be ex pected to 
hav e an effect on the nu mber of stu d ents who 
actu ally smoke or abu se d ru gs? The teachers 
inv olv ed hav e no answers to these qu estions, 
she said .

Once tho se decisio ns a re ma de, the 
co mmittee co uld g o to g o v ernmenta l 
a g encies to seek o ut wa y s o f a tta cking 
pro blems, he sa id. 
Nielsen sa id he wo uld fa v o r a minima l 
ta x o n a ll wa ter users to fund a wa ter 
pro g ra m, if the peo ple co uld be to ld 
precisely wha t the mo ney wo uld be used 
fo r. 
He ca utio ned a g a inst g etting ra nchers 
a nd ha lf o f the sta te s fa rmers upset 
a bo ut w a ter o w nership o r a bo ut 
tra nsba sin div ersio n o f wa ter a t this 
time. 
“ We ca n wo rk fo r o ur o bjectiv es 
witho ut trea ding o n so re spo ts,” he sa id 
Ano ther o f his pro po sa ls wa s tha t the 


Legislature leave the current priorities 
for water use undisturbed. With 
cooperative planning, the needs of all 
water users could be accommodated 
satisfactorily, he indicated. 
He said, “ it’s fun to talk about tourism 
and manufacturing, but agriculture is 
the state’s economic base” and must be 
given top consideration. 


He said the Legislature could try to 
convince the federal government it 
should remove the tax incentives for 
deficit farm operations and work for 
making small scale farming profitable. 
One of agriculture’s problems today, 
Nielsen said, is that every farmer is 
being pressured into getting more and 
more production. 


“ I’m not convinced the Legislature has 
done its best (in working) for a proper 
university research program,” he said, 
noting a student cannot earn a doctor's 
degree in hydrology in a state where 
water is of paramount importance. 
Many benefits would flow to Nebraska 
from the research of graduate students 
in a hydrology program, he said. 


Tuition income cuts state aid 


Associated Preat 
School systems with rising enrollments 
and property valuations but little outside 
tuition income will benefit most from this 
year’s state aid distribution, according to 
a state Education D epartm ent 
spokesman. 


M. L. Christensen said school districts 
with problems have circumstances about 
the opposite. 


“ The ones which are having trouble are 
the ones which have a higher valuation 
now, have lost enrollment and have lots of 
tuition income,” he said. 
Districts with low enrollment, high

Maurice Kremer of Aurora, com­ 
mittee chairman, agreed a long-term 
plan is needed. Who should do the plan­ 
ning and how much time should be 
allowed for it are unanswered questions, 
he said. 


valuation and high income will get propor­ 
tionately less state aid than last year even 
though their expenses may be increasing, 
Christensen said. 


He cited as an example Hays Springs, 
which is losing aid because of $270,000 in­ 
come from students outside the district. 


Christensen said neither rural nor urban 
schools as a group benefit more from the 
1977-78 aid distribution plan, which has 
been under scrutiny because $20 million 
isn’t going out due to suspension of the 
school aid increase law by petition as the 
issue awaits a referendum next year.

The Lancaster county commissioner is 
seeking the Democratic nomination for the 1st 
District seat in the House of Representatives 
now held bv Republican Charles Thone. 


Tho ne is ex pected to v a ca te the po st to 
seek the GOP g uv ema to ria l no mina tio n nex t 
y ea r. 


Hamilton said he hopes that the talk of a 
farm strike beginning Dec. 14 will accomplish 
the objective of focusing attention on 
agriculture’s economic problems and that such 
a strike will not have to be implemented. 


” ... such a strike could result in serious 
food shortages and would also impose great 
economic hardship on the many farmers 
(about 75 percent) who are suffering losses 
already this year,” he said. 


Hamilton said he would serve as “ a cham­ 
pion for agriculture” in the Congress, battling 
for 100 percent parity pricing and expansion of 
agricultural markets. 


If 100 percent parity were achieved, he 
said, food prices would only increase by about 
2.7 percent at the grocery counter. 


Hamilton said he will issue a number of 
position papers during his campaign, but 
believes the first needed to cover his views on 
what he called “ the agricultural crisis.” 


His campaign, he said, will stress the fact 
that neither of his two expected Democratic 
primary opponents have ever won or held 
public office and he has served as an elected 
county commissioner for three years. 


“ I have proven my electability,” he said. 
“ I have experience in dealing with public 
problems.” 


Former Democratic State Chairman Hess 
Dyas of Lincoln, the 1st District Democratic 
nominee in 1974. is expected to announce his 
candidacy for the post soon 


Democratic 
National Committeeman 
Allen O’Donnell of Wavme has said he also 
plans to enter the contest. 


Hamilton said he already has visited 38 
communities in the 27-county district, and has 
scheduled four caravans into 22 additional 
communities in the next few weeks. 
Before the end of the year, he will have 
visited every county and every major com­ 
munity. he said.
